Section  4 Assignment:  Focus  on  Communication 

Read  all  parts  of  your  assignment  carefully  and  record  your  answers  in  the  appropriate 
places. 

1.  In  responding  to  your  Section  2 Assignment,  you  used  the  free-flow  writing  technique  for 
several  minutes  to  generate  several  pages  of  thoughts  and  feelings  in  response  to  a poem. 
Using  this  pre writing  strategy  should  have  helped  you  formulate  ideas  that  can  be  turned  into 
a more  polished  work. 

Your  assignment  now  is  to  use  the  remaining  stages  of  the  writing  process  to  create  a 
polished  piece  of  writing  from  the  ideas  you’ve  already  generated. 

Expectations  and  Suggestions: 

• Consider  what  you’ve  written  to  be  the  first  step  of  the  pre  writing  and  planning  stage. 

• Consider  the  other  prewriting  suggestions  offered  in  Section  4:  Lesson  1 to  arrive  at  a 
workable  focus  or  thesis  for  your  writing. 

• Create  a rough  draft  of  your  essay.  Use  the  pages  provided  (and  labelled)  in  this 
booklet  for  your  draft  or,  if  you’re  using  a computer,  print  off  your  rough- work  pages 
and  submit  them,  clearly  labelled  as  your  first  draft,  with  this  booklet. 

• Revise  your  rough  draft.  Your  revisions  should  be  obvious  on  your  rough  draft.  If  you 
rewrite  your  response  at  this  stage,  be  sure  to  include  this  second  draft. 
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• Edit  and  proofread  your  revised  draft.  Leave  evidence  of  the  polishing  and 
proofreading  process.  In  other  words,  don't  use  whiteout  to  cover  errors  or  changes. 
If  you’re  using  a computer,  print  off  a hard  copy  of  your  pre-edit  draft  and  highlight 
words  or  phrases  that  you've  changed.  These  highlighted  sections  will  be  compared 
to  the  polished  copy. 

• Write  out  your  polished  copy.  Be  sure  to  proofread  it  one  last  time.

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NOBEL  PRIZE  ACCEPTANCE  SPEECH 

In  accepting  the  Nobel  Prize  for  Literature  in  1 950,  William  Faulkner  addressed 
his  remarks,  on  what  he  conceived  to  be  the  writer’s  duty  to  society,  to  young 
writers  the  world  over. 

I feel  this  award  was  not  made  to  me  as  a man,  but  to  my  work  — a life's 
work  in  the  agony  and  sweat  of  the  human  spirit,  not  for  glory  and  least  of  all 
for  profit,  but  to  create  out  of  the  materials  of  the  human  spirit  something  which 
did  not  exist  before.  So  this  award  is  only  mine  in  trust.  It  will  not  be  difficult 
5 to  find  a dedication  for  the  money  part  of  it  commensurate  with  the  purpose  and 

significance  of  its  origin.  But  I would  like  to  do  the  same  with  the  acclaim  too, 
by  using  this  moment  as  a pinnacle  from  which  I might  be  listened  to  by  the 
young  men  and  women  already  dedicated  to  the  same  anguish  and  travail, 
among  whom  is  already  that  one  who  will  some  day  stand  here  where  I am 
standing. 

10  Our  tragedy  today  is  a general  and  universal  physical  fear  so  long  sustained 

by  now  that  we  can  even  bear  it.  There  are  no  longer  problems  of  the  spirit. 
There  is  only  the  question:  When  will  I be  blown  up?  Because  of  this,  the  young 
man  or  woman  writing  today  has  forgotten  the  problems  of  the  human  heart  in 
conflict  with  itself  which  alone  can  make  good  writing  because  only  that  is 
15  worth  writing  about,  worth  the  agony  and  the  sweat. 

He  must  learn  them  again.  He  must  teach  himself  that  the  basest  of  all 
things  is  to  be  afraid;  and,  teaching  himself  that,  forget  it  forever,  leaving  no 
room  in  his  workshop  for  anything  but  the  old  verities  and  truths  of  the  heart, 
the  old  universal  truths  lacking  which  any  story  is  ephemeral  and  doomed  - 
20  love  and  honor  and  pity  and  pride  and  compassion  and  sacrifice.  Until  he  does 
so,  he  labors  under  a curse.  He  writes  not  of  love  but  of  lust,  of  defeats  in  which 
nobody  loses  anything  of  value,  of  victories  without  hope  and,  worst  of  all, 
without  pity  or  compassion.  His  griefs  grieve  on  no  universal  bones,  leaving  no 
scars.  He  writes  not  of  the  heart  but  of  the  glands. 

25  Until  he  relearns  these  things,  he  will  write  as  though  he  stood  among  and 

watched  the  end  of  man.  I decline  to  accept  the  end  of  man.  It  is  easy  enough 
to  say  that  man  is  immortal  simply  because  he  will  endure:  that  when  the  last 
ding-dong  of  doom  has  clanged  and  faded  from  the  last  worthless  rock  hanging 
tideless  in  the  last  red  and  dying  evening,  that  even  then  there  will  be  one  more 
30  sound:  that  of  his  puny  inexhaustible  voice,  still  talking.  I refuse  to  accept  this. 
I believe  that  man  will  not  merely  endure:  he  will  prevail.  He  is  immortal,  not 
because  he  alone  among  creatures  has  an  inexhaustible  voice,  but  because  he 
has  a soul,  a spirit  capable  of  compassion  and  sacrifice  and  endurance.  The 
poet’s,  the  writer’s,  duty  is  to  write  about  these  things.  It  is  his  privilege  to  help 
35  man  endure  by  lifting  his  heart,  by  reminding  him  of  the  courage  and  honor  and 
hope  and  pride  and  compassion  and  pity  and  sacrifice  which  have  been  the 
glory  of  his  past.  The  poet's  voice  need  not  merely  be  the  record  of  man,  it  can 
be  one  of  the  props,  the  pillars  to  help  him  endure  and  prevail.'

The  following  question  was  given  to  you  in  Section  4;  Lesson  3.  If  you’ve  worked  through 
that  lesson  carefully,  along  with  Lesson  4,  you  should  be  well  prepared  for  this  assignment. 

Prepare  and  record  a two-to-four-minute  oral  presentation  on  one  of  the  following  topics: 

• why  I believe  lifelong  learning  will  be  important  in  my  life 

• what  I think  the  ideal  classroom  or  learning  conditions  look  like 

• books  I have  read  and  enjoyed  and  books  that  I plan  on  reading  soon 

• what  my  learning  goals  are  in  terms  of  improving  my  reading  and  writing  skills  and 
how  I plan  on  accomplishing  them 


How  you  choose  to  record  your  presentation  is  something  that  you  and  your  teacher  can 
decide  together.  Most  students  find  that  taping  their  oral  presentation  on  an  audiocassette  is 
the  easiest  way  to  go,  but  you  can  videotape  yourself  if  you  have  the  capability  or  use  any 
other  technology  acceptable  to  your  teacher. 

Your  oral  presentation  should  also  incorporate  two  to  five  visuals  to  support  the  main  points 
in  your  talk.  The  visuals  can  be  such  things  as  posters,  overhead  transparencies,  or 
PowerPoint®  slides  (printed).  Label  each  visual,  naming  them  “Visual  or  Slide  1,  2,  3,”  and  so 
on.  As  you  record  the  oral  component,  indicate  when  each  visual  should  be  displayed. 
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Note:  No  pages  have  been  provided  here  for  your  visuals.  Attach  them,  clearly  labelled,  to 
this  Assignment  Booklet.  If  you  intend  to  create  posters,  don’t  make  them  too  large — or  else 
make  sure  that  you  have  a convenient  method  of  submitting  them  to  your  teacher.  If  you 
wish,  you  can  photograph  your  posters^-as  long  as  enough  detail  is  apparent  so  that  your 
teacher  can  assess  them  accurately.  If  you  plan  to  use  overhead  transparencies,  you  need  not 
actually  create  the  transparencies  themselves.  All  you  need  to  provide  are  the  masters  that 
would  be  used  to  create  them. 

To  prepare  for  this  presentation,  please  be  sure  to  carefully  study  the  suggestions  made  in 
Section  4:  Lessons  3 and  4. 


Before  submitting  the  recording  of  your  presentation  and  the  accompanying  visuals,  ask 
yourself  these  questions:

• Did  I practise  my  oral  presentation  sufficiently  so  that  Fm  able  to  speak  it  rather 
than  merely  reading  the  script? 

• Did  my  voice  have  appropriate  expression  or  range  of  tone  and  inflection? 

• Did  I use  tidequate  volume  and  did  I speak,  at  an  appropriate  rate,  varv'irjg  the  speed 
of  delivery  for  effect  whenever  appropriate? 

• Did  I create  two  to  five  apprtipriate  and  effective  visual  aids  to  support  my  oral 
presentation? 

• Did  I follow  the  advice  and  guidelines  provided  in  the  module  in  creating  the 
visuals?  (If  not,  please  review  the  guidelines  before  submitting  your  work.) 

• During  my  oral  presentation,  did  I indicate  when  each  visual  aid  should  be  used?
